5-second rule

The controversial “five-second rxxle”— the 
one that allows us to eat dropped food if it’s 
quickly scooped off the floor— is a bunch of 
baloney according to Clemson University 
food scientist Paul Dawson, who stirred up 
the long debated issue in this month’s Nation- 
al Geographic. 

Though previous research has shown we 
may have up to a minute to rescue certain 
types of spilled food before it becomes con- 
taminated, Dawson and his students made a 
strong case for the “zero-second rule.” They 
found that salmonella and other bacteria can 
live up to four weeks on dry surfaces and be 
immediately transferred to food. 

The zero-tolerance standard, however, 
conflicts with the findings by two Connecti- 
cut College student researchers who sprin- 
kled apple slices and Skittles candies in the 
college dining hall and snack bar for five, lo, 
30 and 6o-second intervals. The apple slices 


picked up bacteria after one minute; nearly 
five minutes elapsed before the Skittles at- 
tracted any 

Still, most researchers agree that the criti- 
cal thing is not time, but location. It’s OK to 
brush off the bagel that fell from the stroller 
onto the sidewalk and give it to a screaming 
child, for example, because the pavement is 
cleaner than the kitchen floor in terms of the 
types of germs that cause illnesses, said Dr. 
Harley Rotbart, a professor of microbiology 
and pediatric infectious diseases at the Uni- 
versity of Colorado School of Medicine. 

“The kitchen floor, however, is probably a 
zero-second zone because the bacteria from 
uncooked meat and chicken juices are more 
hazardous than the ‘soil’ bacteria outside,” 
Rotbart said. The bathroom floor is another 
zero-second zone because “it’s a great poten- 
tial source of bacteria and shorter-lived vi- 
ruses that can cause gastrointestinal illness if 
ingested,” said Rotbart, the author of “Germ 
Proof Your Kids.”

John Bauerlein is sworn to secrecy. 

As an extra in “Transformers 3,” which is 
filming in and around Chicago through Au- 
gust, he can’t reveal exactly what he’s been do- 
ing on the movie shoot this week because he 
has signed a confidentiality agreement. 

A fan of “Transformers” since he was a kid, 
Bauerlein, 35, decided to check out the block- 
buster’s casting call last month and waited in 
line for four hours. 

“I didn’t know what to expect, but I 
thought maybe they might ask me to do 
something like pretend I’m running away 
from a lOO-foot robot,” Bauerlein, of Lakev- 
iew, told RedEye before he was cast. Nope, he 
simply filled out a profile questionnaire, had 
his picture taken and was finished in 10 min- 
utes, he said. He had given up on being part of 
filming until he got a call back last weekend. 
He since has spent a few days on set. 

Extras are low on the acting totem pole, 
but hundreds often show up for casting calls 
in Chicago. Last month, 2,800 people applied 
for a spot in “Transformers 3”— a job that re- 
quires long hours on set, is txncredited and 
carries no guarantee of time on screen. Only 
500 were cast for the robot action movie, said 
casting coordinator Alaryellen Aviano. 

Generally, extras are the people who blend 
into the background of movie and TV scenes, 
such as bartenders, pedestrians and custom- 
ers. They rarely utter Hnes. For the people 
who do it, the job can be an escape from the 
monotony of daily Hfe or a chance to pursue 
an acting career. While extras get fed on set, 
the pay isn’t all that stellar (about $65 for eight 
hours plus time and a half after that). And the 
job requires a lot of waiting. 

Extras can be asked to show up as early as 
5 a.m. and report to a holding area where they

wait until they’re called to filming. Days can 
last 12 hours or more. “If you hate waiting, 
do not try to be an extra,” said Joan Philo, a 
Lakeview-based extra casting director for 
17 years. 

Waiting around is a chance for extras to 
network or make friends, insiders say Check- 
ing egos at the door and avoiding being super 
star-struck on the job are key The rule of 
thumb is to speak to actors only if the stars 
initiate the conversation. 

“I’ve seen extras go up to actors in the mid- 
dle of the scene to say ‘Oh, I love your mov- 
ies.’ They get kicked out. I’ve seen extras go 
up to a director while [he or she is] eating and 
ask, ‘Can I take a picture with you?’ And they 
get kicked out,” said Emily Ilic, most recently

Make yourself camera-friendly 


Chicagoans interested in 
being extras should check 
Craigslist for postings on 
casting calls as well as the 
sites for the Chicago Film 
Office and Illinois Film Office. 
Wannabe extras also can 
register with local cast- 
ing agencies, call a casting 
agency hotline, listen to the 


radio for ads or spot the ads 
in the paper. Anybody can 
try to be an extra; a Screen 
Actors Guild membership 
isn’t a requirement, said 
Darlene Hunt, co-founder of 
Extraordinary Casting. To 
be considered as an extra, 
one needs to submit a photo 
along with information 


about weight, height and 
clothing sizes. Potential 
extras also should list bike 
and car ownership and spe- 
cial talents, which might be 
needed in filming, said Joan 
Philo, an extra casting direc- 
tor based in Lakeview. Philo 
and Hunt offer their advice 
to extras who are cast. 


been cast as a court stenographer in last year’s 
“Baby on Board” and a partygoer in “The Dark 
Knight,” but her all-time favorite role was being a 
stand-in for Angelina Jolie in 20o8’s “Wanted.” A 
stand-in is a person who bears a resemblance to the 
actor and does run-throughs with lighting, sound 
and camera crews but doesn’t appear in films. 

“It’s not really about the famous people or the 
money For me, I was doing it for the experience,” 
said Cabrera, an aspiring actress who works as a 
health insurance customer service rep. She got to 
see Jolie up close and rode in a Viper as it zoomed 
down Lower Wacker Drive during a rehearsal. 

“I’m in the thick of it, hearing the director tell 
her how to do something, seeing her ask questions, 
seeing the cinematographer film and seeing play- 


back,” she said. 

The job of an extra is better than an office or 
retail job, said Paul Bujak, 31, an H&M sales rep 
who lives in^JCTcker Park. “It’s the best sort of job I 
can have because I get to be on set and there’s not 
much pressure, due dates or deadlines,” said Bujak, 
who was cast as an extra in a few TV pilots. 

The role of an extra is a crucial one, said Philo, 
who has cast extras for “Little Fockers,” last year’s 
“Public Enemies” and more. 

“It’s important to paint the picture of the scene 
and be believable,” she said. 

Of course, for an extra there is no guarantee one’s 
scene won’t end up on the cutting room floor. Joe 
DeVito (no relation to actor Danny DeVito) was

At graduation, officers remember instructor who was kiiied

During Kristy Schneider’s six months in 
the police academy she memorized traffic 
laws, stood at attention, practiced what to 
do when a domestic dispute turned ugly 
and performed 
400 squats in one 
day 

She had no il- 
lusions about the 
dangers of the job 
for which she was 
training. 

But all that Soderberg 
work didn’t pre- 
pare her for the loss of one of her instruc- 
tors, Officer Thor Soderberg, an ii-year 
police veteran who was shot to death just 
a week before he would have saluted his 
officers at graduation. 


On Wednesday, Schneider joined 88 
of her fellow trainees, men and women 
who learned from Soderberg. At a gradu- 
ation ceremony at Navy Pier, she vowed 
to spend the rest of her career honoring 
his memory 

“He’s with us right now,” she said. 

At the start of the graduation ceremo- 
ny of the Chicago Police Department’s 
recruit class, a crowd of about 500 hon- 
ored the beloved instructor with a prayer. 

They did it again during a moment of 
silence. And again when Deanna Rachuy 
who graduated at the top of her class, 
summed up the officers’ newfound de- 
termination when she spoke at the cer- 
emony 

“We may not see it now, but each one 
of us has changed for the better,” she said. 
“For, you see, his death was not in vain. 


The lessons we learned and continue to 
learn from his life will make us better po- 
lice officers and better human beings.” 

Soderberg, 43, was slain in the park- 
ing lot of a police deployment center 
in Englewood after Bryant Brewer, 24, 
snatched Soderberg’s gun and fatally shot 
the officer, police said. 

“Every day, every day, you are creating 
your legacy,” said Police Supt. Jody Weis, 
who was joined on stage by Mayor Daley 

Officer Linda Georgopalis is the first in 
her family to carry a police badge. She re- 
called that if a fellow instructor called in 
sick, Soderberg would volunteer to take 
the shift. 

“I want to make sure all the hard work 
he did with me pays off,” she said. “He 
used to always say: ‘Let this not be the be- 
ginning or end of your training.’ ”

During the six weeks that prosecutors laid out 
their case against Rod Blagojevich, witnesses and 
secret wiretaps portrayed the former governor 
as extravagant, obsessed with his own looks and 
image, a lousy steward of his family finances, 
near-delusional in his career ambitions and deeply 
contemptuous of fellow politicians and even the 
voters who put him in office. 

Federal prosecutors have rested their case. 
Here’s a look at a few of the key charges against 
Illinois’ only impeached chief executive. 




Hospital shakedown 

Witness and wiretap evidence: Shortly before 
his arrest, Blagojevich approved a Medicaid 
reimbursement rate increase worth up to 
$10 million primarily to benefit pediatric special- 
ists at Children’s Memorial Hospital. Children’s 
Memorial lobbyist John Wyma also was a close 
adviser to the governor and sat in on a fundrais- 
ing strategy session at which Blagojevich men- 
tioned the rate increase and his desire to hit up 
hospital CEO Patrick Magoon for contributions in almost the same breath. 
The quote: “I felt threatened, I felt at risk and I felt a little annoyed.” 
-Magoon on his reaction to being hit up for campaign cash at the same 
time the governor was promising financial aid to the hospital. 

Potential holes: Magoon did not raise money for Blagojevich, and the 
rate increase came through, though after Blagojevich’s arrest. Magoon 
said the governor did not solicit donations when they talked about the 
rate increase.

The Rahm Emanuel squeeze 

Witness evidence: In 2005, the then-congressman, now White House chief of staff, 
secured the promise of a $2 million state grant from his friend Blagojevich to help 
the experimental Chicago Academy school build an athletic field. But the next year 
Blagojevich put a slowdown on the grant. Bradley Tusk, then the deputy governor, 
testified that he made inquiries on behalf of Emanuel into what was going on and 
learned that Blagojevich had ordered the grant money held up unless Emanuel’s 
brother, a wealthy Hollywood talent agent, threw a fundraiser for the governor. 

The quote: “You need to get your client under control.” -Tusk to Blagojevich’s legal 
counsel in 2006. 

Potential holes: No fundraiser was held, and the school eventually did receive the 
promised money, though it came after Tusk raised a stink. 


The @#$%-ing T ribune 

Witness and wiretap evidence: Blagojevich, 
a passionate Cubs fan, and Tribune Co., which 
owned the team and Wrigley Field, were 
engaged in talks about state financial help 
to facilitate the sale of the aging ballpark. 
Blagojevich, egged on by his wife, directed 
chief of staff John Harris to approach Tribune 
management with a threat to scuttle any deal 
unless the Chicago Tribune fired editorial writ- 
ers responsible for blistering editorials about 
the governor. 

The quote: “Tell him to hold up that [bleepin’] 
Cubs [bleep]. [Bleep] them. [Bleep] them. Why 
should you do anything for those [bleeps]?” 
-Patti Blagojevich on a Nov. 3, 2008, wiretap. 
Potential holes: Harris never passed along the 
threat to Tribune management, though he lied 
to Blagojevich and claimed he had. The writers 
remained on the Tribune payroll. 


Senate seat sale 

Witness and wiretap evi- 
dence: Blagojevich angled 
to parlay his power to name 
Barack Obama’s replacement 
in the U.S. Senate into tangible 
political and personal benefits. 
The quote: “I’ve got this thing 
and it’s [bleepin’] golden. I’m 
not just giving it up for [blee- 
pin’] nothing.” -Blagojevich 
in a Nov. 5, 2008, phone 
conversation. 

Potential holes: No jobs 
were offered and no money 
changed hands in connec- 
tion with the Senate seat, and 
aides said they often ignored 
Blagojevich’s more far-fetched 
orders.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti Before the 
earthquake, Frances Etienne scraped 
by with ingenuity and hard work. Using 
micro-loans to purchase inventory for her 
business, she sold spaghetti, spices and oth- 
er food from a small neighborhood store. 

Then the tremors struck and wiped out 
her business— but not her $3,700 debt. 

Since then, she has lived at the Place St. 
Pierre camp in a tarp shelter with her hus- 
band and two teenage daughters, selling 
cooking charcoal for a living. 

“The biggest problem is that we can’t go 
home,” said Etienne, 39. “When you’re ob- 
ligated to pay these loans, you can’t do any- 
thing. You’re stuck.” 

Six months after the January earthquake 
that devastated Haiti, 1.5 million people such 
as Etienne remain in more than 1,340 tent cit- 
ies and camps, unable or unwilling to leave. 

They stay because their homes were 
flattened. Or, if their homes still stand, 
landlords have raised rents to unafford- 
able levels— taking advantage of the hous- 
ing shortage or passing along the increased 
costs of maintaining property in post-quake 
Haiti. 

A few solutions are in the works: The 
government and international agencies are 
trying to figure out a way to help tenants 
cover the increase in rents. Relief groups 
are also building temporary shelters in less 
populated spots. 

How long people will remain in the set- 
tlements is anyone’s guess, though some 
residents have been booted from schools 


and other private properties. In the public 
plazas they complain that the authorities 
are trying to evict them— something the 
mayor of Petionville, a Port-au-Prince sub- 
urb, denies. 

“We’re not pushing anybody away” May- 


or Claire Lydie Parent said recently in her 
City Hall office. want them to have 
a better place to live until we make devel- 
opment plans. I don’t have a plan to move 
them out. I just want to help them, help 
them find a place to live.”

Cubs, Sox begin iast haif of season hoping for big things

The Sox enter the second half of the sea- 
son with a half-game division lead and an 
eight-game winning streak, but there’s 
room for improvement in the AL Central 
as far as Gordon Beckham is concerned. 

“Our record against the Central in the 
first half is not good enough to win the 
Central in the second half,” Beckham said 
as the Sox prepared to open a four-game 
series Thursday night in Minneapolis. “So 
we have to play better against the Cen- 
tral, and record-wise, we’re playing better 
teams more often in the second half” 

The series at Target Field is just the 
start of a daunting second half for the Sox, 
who are 16-17 against division foes. 

In addition to 13 games left against the 
Twins, the Sox play second-place Detroit 
14 times. 


“Obviously, games early in the year 
aren’t as important, per se, as you make 
the stretch run,” Mark Kotsay said. “Ev- 
ery game is important, but at the time and 
moment, you don’t realize it. 

“So the second half gets more atten- 
tion. Baseball seems to be better and 
teams seem to play to higher levels. We’re 
playing at that level now” 

The Cubs are not playing at that level. 
They begin the second half Thursday 
night against the Phillies with a 39-50 
record, 9 Vi games behind the first-place 
Reds in the NL Central. 

Here are a few things we can expect to 
see in the second half 
Carlos Zambrano's comeback: No one 
knows anything about when Zambrano 
will be back from anger management 
therapy and worse, no one seems to care. 


It’s likely to be on the road to avoid a me- 
dia spectacle. 

Ted Lilly watch: Ted Lilly’s last two starts 
have been disastrous— a 12.19 ERA and 
18 hits (five homers) in just 10 1/3 innings. 
He’s still their most valuable trade asset, 
but the return may not be qtxite a prize 
package. If that’s the case, should the 
Cubs just keep Lilly through the rest of 
the season and try to re-sign him if he fin- 
ishes strong? 

Fast-forwarding: Tyler Colvin, Starlin 
Castro and Andrew Cashner all were 
the recipients of great hype, and all have 
shown flashes of living up to it. But Col- 
vin is hitting .234 with a .290 on-base per- 
centage since June i Castro already has 
12 fielding errors, and Cashner needs to 
complement his 100 mph fastball with an 
effective changeup.

Tiger Woods begins his pursuit 
of a fourth British Open title 
at his favorite course Thursday

Tiger Woods will tee off Thursday at St. Andrews chasing his 
third straight British Open win at the “Home of Golf” Woods 
won the oldest major championship, in its 150th year, in 2000 
and 2005 at St. Andrews and is a favorite to make it a hat trick at 
the Old Course. He also triumphed at Royal Liverpool in 2006. 

“I understand how to play this golf course,” 14-time major 
winner Woods said at a news conference Tuesday “I’ve done 
well two out of the three times I’ve played here so that’s kind 
of how I look at it.” 

Woods won by a combined 13 shots in 2000 and 2005 and 
has called St. Andrews his favorite course. The 34-year-old was 
II under par for the first two rounds in both his victories at the 
venue. He went on to win by eight shots in 2000 and posted a 
five-stroke victory in 2005. 

Here are four players who will challenge Tiger for the 
British Open title. 

Phil Mickelson: Took more than a decade to understand links golf, 
and his recent record isn’t much better. But St. Andrews will let him 
unleash the driver-if he can avoid all those bunkers. 

Lee Westwood: Might have been second favorite behind Woods 
if not for the calf/ankle injury he suffered two weeks ago. Doctors 
advised him to rest for six weeks, so he’s not near full strength. 

Justin Rose: Hottest golfer in the field-two wins and a tie for 
ninth in his last three-but now must deal with the pressure of be- 
ing among the favorites in a major. Might need more seasoning. 

Tom Watson: Now 60. it could be difficult to replicate condi- 
tions that led to his near-miracle storyline last year. Soft, soggy 
St. Andrews won’t give him any help in allowing drives to roll. 
Putting touch could compensate. 

PHIL VS. TIGER 

Phil Mickelson, who has 
finished higher than fifth 
just once at the British 
Open, will need to do 
that to have any chance 
of toppling Tiger Woods 
from the No. 1 ranking this 
week. Mickelson will move 
atop the rankings if he 
wins the claret jug or by 
finishing alone in second 
If Woods is outside the top 
four. A third-place finish 
works if Woods finishes 
lower than 14th.

The name’s so fitting that it’s hard to 
believe owners Russ and Desiree Grant 
and Michael Noone, who partnered to 
open Simone’s Bar in Pilsen last year, al- 
most called the place Nice Slice Pizza Bar. 
With a look similar to Simone’s, cobbled 
together from reclaimed industrial ma- 
terials, will this new sibling to the Pilsen 
spot prove as popular? 


We knew right away that ... the 

soundtrack would keep us guessing. 
Tunes shifted gears from the Supremes 
to Weezer to the Violent Femmes. The 
Logan Square-based crowd, on the 
other hand, was less surprising: tat- 
toos, bike helmets and an abundance of 
skinny, scruffy white guys. We wondered 


whether the Abercrombie & Fitch T-shirt 
on one of the servers was meant to be 
ironic.

sipper that tastes like boozy cereal milk. 
Beer drinkers will be happy too thanks 
to a well-edited, affordable list ($3-$7.50) 
hopping from Stone Ruination to Cucapa 
Obscura to Metropolitan’s Dynamo. 


It’s a brilliant Idea to ... sell pizza by the 
slice ($3-$4). The thin-crust pizza here 
is big and foldable like a New York slice, 
but also black-edged and bubbly like a 
Neapolitan pizza. We gobbled up the 
Purist-basically a margherita drizzled 
with balsamic vinegar-but weren’t crazy 
about the combo of giardiniera and sliced 
meatballs on the namesake Boiler Room.
